SUCCINCT RESUME OF ACTIVITIES 


As the President of the Bogalusa Voters League, 

A. Z, YOUNG has organized and led civil rights demonstration 
and marches in Louisiana. He has concentrated his activities 
in the Bogalusa area and there have been numerous racial 
incidents in that city which are characteristic of a racially 
tense area. YOUNG has met with the Mayor of Bogalusa, Louisiana 
and other political leaders on numerous occasions and has 
presented Negro grievances to them at these times. YOUNG 
has also been active in Negro voter registration in the 
Bogalusa area. v4 

On July 10 and 11, 1966, YOUNG led a march sponsored 
by the Bogalusa Voters League (BVL) from Bogalusa to Franklinton, 
Louisiana. Upon arrival at the Washington Parish, Louisiana, 
Courthouse on July 11, 1966, YOUNG was one of several speakers 
whose speeches dealt mostly with "Black Power" and the aims 
of the Negroes in Washington Parish, Louisiana, u. 

According to an article in the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune newspaper, January 11, 1966, YOUNG told newsmen 
during an interview that if violence should erupt during this 
march he "believed in protecting my own" but would not further 
elaborate. There was a sign during this march which read, 

"Move over or we’ll move you over - We're the greatest." 

During the march the marchers chanted "The Ku Klux Klan 
must go." YOUNG also was attributed in making a statement 
if any incidents occurred "We will march all the way to 
the State capitol in Baton Rouge. '(x 

YOUNG also was the leader of a Negro march on 
July 23-24, 1967, sponsored by the Bogalusa Voters League 
from Bogalusa to Franklinton, Louisiana. \a- 

Upon arrival at the Washington Parish Courthouse on 
July 24, 1967, YOUNG was among several speakers all of whom 
espoused "Black Power." During his talk YOUNG told the 
assembled crowd that he was tired of marching and that the 
Negroes in Watts received benefits when they burned Watts and 
that "We're going to burn in the State of Louisiana ." 

YOUNG also led a march of the BVL from Bogalusa, 
Louisiana, to Baton Rouge, Louisiana, on August 10-20, 1967. u.

legitimate Negro civil rights leaders in Dayton. He was 
a member of the CP at Dayton, Ohio, from 1946 until 1948 
^according to ARTHUR PAul STRUNK, a self -admit ted CP member 
at Dayton. He has been in contact with JESSE GRAY, who led 
a Harlam rent strike and who according to a confidential 
source in 1958 was the organizer of the Harlam Region of 
the CP during that year when the position was terminated. VA- 

Some years ago MC INTOSH had an o^ga^nization named 
the West Side Citizen’s Counsel in the Dayton West side which 
is predominantly Negro, He later obtained a charter for a 
local chapter for the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) becoming 
its local chairman; however, he was relieved of this chairmanship 
when National CORE revoked the local charter in about 1964. 

MC INTOSH then formed the Non-Violent Direct Action Committee 
(NVDAC) , a local civil rights group, but on 6/7/66, was 
ousted as its director because of unpaid bills, bad check, 
failure to take action on complaints and threatening to 
picket business establishments if they did not contribute to 
his cause. The Dayton Police Department has received 
various complaints about MC INTOSH threatening to picket 
businesses if contributions were not made. He has frequently 
complained about police brutality. He has had no visible 
means of support, u. 

Several years ago he picketed one of the large 
department stores, alleging discrimination in hiring, 
eventually engaging in a sit-in during which he was 
arrested. At the beginning of the racial disturbance in 
Dayton on 9/1/66, he demanded a meeting with city officials 
under threat of a full scale riot. City officials refused 
to meet with him and a full scale riot did not materialize 
although he attempted to organize rioters without gaining 
real support. He seeks public attention to build himself as

Re Bureau letter 12/20/67, instructing that Kansas 
City submit recommendations as to exclusion or inclusion, 
in captioned matter of ALVIN L. BROOKS and MICHAEL JAMES 
MILLER, based on Kansas City letterhead memorandum (LHM) 
dated May 3, 1967, captioned "POSSIBLE RACIAL VIOLENCE, 
MAJOR URBAN AREAS - KANSAS CITY DIVISION, RACIAL MATTERS", 
which indicated that BROOKS had indicated "some possible . 
accord " with STOKELY CARMICHAEL; and that MILLER had been 
active in questionable or subversive groups on the west 
coast prior to coming to Kansas City, Missouri, about the 
first of 1967. 


A careful evaluation of voluminous information and 
of opinions of reliable sources indicate that BROOKS and 
MILLER should not be recommended for inclusion in captioned 
index at this time, for the following reasons: 


At the time of referenced LHM, BROOKS* definition 
of the catch-words "Black Power", reported by local news 
media, appeared to indicate (erroneously, it follows) that 
BROOKS might be in "some possible accord" with the militant 
separatist, or violent concept of "Black Power", as defined 
by STOKELY CARMICHAEL, H. "RAP" BROWN, and other nationally 
publicized leaders of SNCC and CORE. However, at the time 
BROOKS' definition was publicized, "busy" Kansas City news 
media were publicizing definitions and discussions of 
"Black Power" by several other and reputable local Negro 
leaders, which differed little from BROOKS* purported 
definition. Such Negro leaders included HAROLD L. HOLLIDAY 
Kansas City attorney, Missouri^l^te legislator, and State 
Head of the NAACP; LEE V. SW§)^j'^||^ Kansas City attorney. 
Metropolitan President of the NAACP, sometimes acting 
municipal judge, and recently appointed County Counsellor;

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LOUNNEER PEMBERTON, Executive Director, Kansas City, Missouri, 
Urban League; and GEORGE HALEY, Kansas City, Kansas, attorney 
and Kansas State Senator. None of these, including BROOKS, 
has espoused or recognized the concept of Black Separatism,, or 
a necessity or inevitability of violence; rather, they 
recognize in varying degrees a need for greater Negro 
leadership and participation in community solutions of Negro 
problems, not to exclude . white leadership and part icipat ion j 
their beliefs definitely oppose .the separatist belief of only 
"black folks doing black folks ' business" .

As chairman of the small local Kansas City, Missouri, 
CORE Chapter . (consisting of approximately forty active members, 
a substantial - number of which is white), BROOKS has followed 
the example for several years of his predecessors, that is, 
local core's following a course independent of NAACP and most 
other local legitimate civil rights groups; this is a normal 
situation apparently for, in fact, the experience of all 
leaders of separate civil rights organizations in Greater 
Kansas City is that they must try to resolve factional and 
political problems in their own organizations, va 

Known personality traits, pressures, and background 
of BROOKS would require a lengthy documentation. In brief, 
BROOKS, age 35, heads a Catholic family of several children 
and takes care of several other underprivileged children in 
his home. BROOKS worked hard for years as a Kansas City, 
Missouri, Police Department Patrolman for a promotion and at 
the same time attended graduate night coursestowards a Masters 
Degree in Sociology for several years at the University of 
Missouri at Kansas City, Missouri, both unsuccessfully. 

BROOKS was* commended several times as a patrolman, but 
apparently was not promoted due to an offensive personality

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trait of too much "I" and ego. Some of BROOKS’ resentment 
toward the Kansas City, Missouri, PD seems understandable to 
some, based on his ambitions, industry, and commended ability, 
though he finally resigned from the Kansas City, Missouri, PD, 
feeling his nonpromotion was due to racial discrimination. 

Since his resignation, he worked long hours several months, 
despite some periods of physical ailment, for a city welfare 
agency, in a Catholic Charities Center for the poor; for the* 
past several months he has had a responsible job paying about 
$11,000.00 a year under ROBERT WHEELER, Negro Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, in handling large Federal aid funds 
in areas of need.^t 

During his first year as Local CORE Chapter Chairman, 
BROOKS was also a yice president of the Council for United 
Action (CUA) . Apparently feeling CUA was getting too much 
credit, publicity-wise, in demanding and obtaining employment 
of Negroes through peaceful picketing and economic boycotts, 
BROOKS began such tactics successfully himself against certain, 
retailers with small representations of CORE members during the 
summer of 1967. Though BROOKS’ tactics of demonstration did 
not receive participating support of other civil rights groups, 
the employment results obtained were not disapproved by 
outstanding community Negro leadership. A climax to BROOKS’ 
apparent differences with CUA came at CUA’s annual election 
convention in November, 1967, when BROOKS led CORE delegates 
in a walk-out from the convention over alleged undemocratic 
election procedures, w 

Such reputable Negro leaders as LEE SWINTON and 
LOUNNEER PEMBERTON, outstanding liaison contacts of the 
Kansas City Division, frequently have expressed definite 
knowledgeable beliefs that BROOKS, to date, is not only 
opposed to, and has created no, tensions toward a potential 
for violence, but is a responsible leader of CORE as a 
legitimate civil rights group. SWINTON and PEMBERTON 
reiterated these beliefs on 12/27/67. ia 

An article in the Kansas City Times , daily Kansas 
City, Missouri, newspaper, dated 12/28/67 reflects BROOKS’ 
overwhelming victory in re-election bn 12/26/67 as Chairman 
of the Local Kansas City, Mjssouri,.C0RE Chapter. The news 
article was generally complimentary to BROOKS, saying he 
had decided to run for the Chairmanship because of his 
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opposition to a philosophy of "black folks doing black folks' 
businesses". Vote for BROOKS as Chairman, according to the 
article's headline, was an endorsement of BROOKS' policy of 
integrated leadership 

As to MICHAEL JAMES MILLER, Industrial Areas 
Foundation (lAF) advisor to CUA, and a Security Index subject 
of the Kansas City Office, there is no known local extremist , 
hate, or subversive group with which MILLER could be affiliated 
in the Kansas City Division. MILLER'S job as I AF advisor to 
CUA is under the direction of SAUL AL INSKY, Chicago lAF Director 
There is no present indication that MILLER will do anything 
of significance without the approval of ALINSKY. Despite 
"controversial" ALINSKY 's national reputation as an agitator, 
all known indications in the Kansas City Division to date 
are that ALINSKY and his lAF carefully avoid any basis for 
a valid charge of influencing tension towards violence in 
lAF's projects nationwide, u. 

MILLER'S lAF role as CUA advisor in Kansas City, 
Missouri, has been to remain in the background of CUA activities 
carried on substantially in the form of occasional "quickie" 
but peaceful small demonstrations and picketing led by local 
Kansas City, Missouri, CUA leaders (largely Negro clergymen): 
who to date have had little, if any, adverse effect on the , 
Kansas City, Missouri, Negro community and ghetto) ' 

The Bureau has been advised in detail since early 
1966 as to the formation, activities, and the financing 
of CUA by approximately $125,000.00 contributed mainly by 
two leading local white church groups. Catholic and 
Episcopal. The Episcopal church council recently . voted 
its final $10,000.00 of financial support for CUA, according 
to LOUNNEER PEMBERTON, who sits with the council.- PEMBERTON, 
a top local Negro professional in matters of employment, 
civil rights groups, and knowledgeable of racial conditions, 
at this time agrees with LEE SWINTON, NAACP leader, and Lt. 

JAMES HITCHCOCK, Law Enforcement Intelligence Unit, Kansas 
City, Missouri, Police Department, ttiat there is no reason to 
anticipate a significant potential for racial tension or 
violence in CUA activities. MlLLER's job as lAF advisor to 
CUA is expected to terminate at the termination of ALINSKY's 
lAF contract with the church groups in forming and advising 
CUA. It is PEMBERTON'S understanding that this contract may 
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terminatesf by June, 1968. PEMBERTON informed on 
12/28/67 that a substantial number of GUA leaders and 
members have for sometime been disenchanted with MICHAEL 
JAMES MILLER as advisor to CUA, which indicates a possibility 
that miller’s services as advisor could terminate before the 
contract termination date. 

Source coverage of both CORE and CUA in Kansas City, 
Missouri, is considered adequate at this time.
